} If you use your car for,business, for 
medical travel, moving, or for charitable 
purposes, you can deduct the cost from 
your taxes. The easiest way is to use the 
mileage rate set by the Internal Revenue 
Service, rather than keep receipts to 
substantiate costs such as gasoline and 
oil. 

~ For 2014, the mileage rate for business 
travel is 56 cents a mile (down slightly from last year; so is 
the price of gas). A worker who is reimbursed under an “ac- 
countable” plan won’t be taxed on the reimbursement but 
can’t deduct the expense. The rate for medical or moving rea- 
sons is 23.5 cents a mile. The rate for charitable purposes re- 
mains 14 cents. That low rate is fixed by Congress and the 
IRS cannot change it. In addition, you can deduct tolls and 


parking.

Fifty } Years Ago 


Police didn’t like the “Ice Wagon” i. 


— or the jokes

The truth be told, it never per? deliverea any ice. . But for 
13 unlucky years, the town of Wilmington owned a 1952 
Chevy panel truck known as the “Ice Wagon.” 

The truck was purchased for $450, plus trade-in, for the 
Wilmington Police Department. It served as the town’s 
police cruiser, its only cruiser. Maybe the town manager 


thought the cops needed a paddy wagon, not that . 


Wilmington had any bars. The town, once notorious for its 
bars, “went dry” in 1947. 

The panel truck, on the same chassis as a pickup truck, 
was well-suited for painters or punabers but not police 
work. 

It had a closed body with two doors on the back. The town 
painted POL on the left door and ICE on the right. This led 
Bob Moran to dub it the “ice wagon.” Of course, it was hard- 
ly ever seen with the doors opened that way. But it made a 
good joke, anyway. 

Which is not to say that the cops liked it. They hated the 
truck, and the hated the jokes. Even the drunks they picked 
up would make remarks about the name. 

The cartoon in the old Boston Herald didn’t help. 
Cartoonist George Dahl was famous for his sketches of prop- 
er Bostonians and ratty squirrels on Boston Common. But 
one day in 1952, readers of the Herald were chuckling about 
Wilmington’s ice wagon, shown with the cops hiding behind 
a billboard, waiting for speeders. 

For one year, one very long year, it was Wilmington’s 
police cruiser. And it was not at all suited to catching speed- 
ers. 

Officers Shepard and Markey observed a car speeding 
north on Main Street late one evening. They were headed 
south, near the Woburn line. By they time they got the truck 
turned around, the car had taken a right turn on Eames 
Street and gone over the railroad bridge. The speeder then 
took a sharp right onto Woburn Street, and headed into 
Woburn, with the cops following somewhere in the dust. 
With a six-cylinder engine, the truck had a top speed of 
about 70 m.p.h. 

Just beyond the town line was a rickety old bridge, known 
in Wilmington as the Woburn Street bridge. In Woburn, it 
was called the New Boston Street bridge. On the other side 
of the bridge the speeder went down a dirt road leading into 
an area where trees had been cut, leaving lots of stumps.

had one of those erate was the downfall, or perhapS*the 
undoing of the Wilmington paddy wagon. 

Officers Shepard and Markey did not enjoy their merry-60- 
round ride as the truck spun around on the stump. -*> 

A wrecker was called, but other stumps surrounding the 
ice wagon blocked access. Several bystanders tried to lift,the 
truck off the stump, but it was too heavy. 

Someone suggested that they wait until the ice melted, 
whereupon the truck would be lighter. The cops didn’t think 
that was at all funny. 

Finally the tow truck managed to maneuver to a point 
where it could winch the panel truck off the stumpr 
their truck on a hook, the two officers sheepishly returned 
to the station, which was in the lower end of the Church 
Street Hardware building. 

The following spring, the town bought a new cruiser, a 1953 
Plymouth station wagon. There was never anothér ice 
wagon. 

The Fire Department took over the panel truck and con: 
verted it to a rescue truck. The firemen were proud of their 
work, and the truck served well in its new role. 

In 1961, the Highway Department took the truck, which 
then had a value of $100. The truck became known as 
“Denault’s Darling” usually driven by Roscoe Denault. 

It was 50 years ago this month that the town took the-truck 
out of service. The Ice Wagon was retired to Camp 40 Acres,

Their representative explained 
that this is still in the pre-feasibility 
stage, and that the surveys being pur- 
sued throughout the state are part of 
an information gathering effort,” said 
Hull, which is consistent with state- 
ments made by TGP. 

“The land they are looking at in 
north Wilmington includes conserva- 
tion land and wetlands which will in 
and of themselves pose hurdles for 
underground infrastructure develop- 
ment,” said Hull. “It is certainly possi- 
ble this survey will result in 
Wilmington being ruled out as a route. 
In light of very preliminary state of 
this review, I am comfortable provid- 
ing them with access to conduct their 
surveys in order to explore these chal- 
lenges directly.” 

Hull added that he intends to monitor 


the, developments of this pipeline proj- 


ect very closely and “ensure 
Wilmington is not negatively impacted 
by this potential project.” 

Right now, the exact size of the line 
has yet to be determined, and it would 


be based (both diameter and capacity) 


on the needs of potential customers.

facilities. Of the total, about 179 miles 
would be classified as 
mainline pipeline and the 
remainder would be small- 
er diameter loop pipelines. 
' Loop pipeline is pipeline 
| that is installed adjacent to 
and connects with existing 
pipeline. 

To minimize disturbance, TGP antici- 
pates it will be able to locate a signifi- 
cant portion of new pipeline segments 
within existing pipeline and electric 
utility corridors, which may be why 
only direct property owners are even 
aware of the proposal. Neighbors often 
have no idea about the project. 


TGP says that pending receipt of all 
necessary regulatory approvals from 
the FERC, the proposed project is 
anticipated to be placed in service by 
November 1, 2018. 


According to Kinder Morgan, the 
pipeline’s capacity can be sized from 
approximately 600 million cubic feet 
per day up to approximately 2.2 billion 
cubic feet per day. Depending on a 
final design/scope of such a project, 
the pipeline could cost approximately 
$2-3 billion to build. Final costs would 
be determined after all pipeline facili- 
ties have been scoped based on agree- 
ments with our customers and where 
the natural gas would be delivered, 
ultimately. 


The preliminary design/scope would 
not be finalized until after definitive 
capacity agreements have been execut- 
ed. 

A tentative date for a public meeting 
with Tennessee Gas is slated for June 
11 at 7pm at the Tewksbury Public 
Library.

All my gold fish survived the nasty winter, coming out and 
about past couple of weeks until the great blue heron paid a 
couple of visits. I don’t know if the heron got any but I 
haven’t seen a fish since first heron visit. I’ve since covered 
the pond with wire. 

On Sunday, May 4 I saw the first female Baltimore oriole 
feeding on the blossoms of the flowering quince and saw a 
male Baltimore oriole at Oak Grove cemetery in Medford on 
May 9. 

Many house finches are around now, along with Carolina 
wrens and the English sparrows. I also saw a turkey vulture 
about a month ago and several hawks, including a red tailed 
and others that didn’t sit around to be identified.

Recently I read an article in the Globe about ospreys. The 
ospreys are doing quite well on Boston’s North Shore, 
according to the Essex County Greenbelt.

Tierney courts small 


businesses and students 


in latest legislative efforts 


Tisei campaign denounces both Tierney’ bills and records

WASHINGTON- 
Congressman John fF. 
Tierney announced the 
introduction of the 


Increasing Small Business 
Lending Act, aimed at rein- 
vigorating a lapsed tenet of 
the American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA) 
of 2009. Tierney’s latest leg- 
islative attempt, however, 
was met with derision from 
the Tisei campaign. 

Tierney, who faces three 
primary challengers this 
year, as well as Republican 
Richard Tisei, said that the 
bill would eliminate certain 
Small Business 
Administration (SBA) loan 


fees and increase loan guar- 


antees to small businesses 
that expired in May 2011. 

According to a press state- 
ment, decreased loan fees 
and increased loan guaran- 
tees from 2009-2011 allowed 
197 small businesses in the 
Sixth District access to $35 
million, “which was’ the 
highest amount of any 
Congressional District in 
Massachusetts.” 

“These programs were 
widely recognized as an 
engine for growth and their 
usefulness is still needed. 
More than 70,000 small busi- 
nesses directly benefitted 
from these commonsense 
reforms that were instituted 
to assure that small busi- 
nesses did not suffer undue 
harm during the economic 
recovery. While we have 
made great strides as a 
nation since the economic 
downturn, this legislation 
will further strengthen 
small businesses’ status as 
the backbone of our econo- 
my by providing them with 
an outlet to continue to 
expand and create jobs,” 
said Congressman John 
Tierney. 

The Tisei campaign was 
not impressed.

rates, potentially saving bor- 
rowers thousands of dollars. 

With nearly 40 million 
Americans working to repay 
$1.2 trillion in student loans, 
due in part to skyrocketing 
tuition rates, the average 
student loan debt is nearly 
$30,000. Graduates are strug- 
gling to pay those loans off 
though, with a third of all 
student loan dollars issued 
through the Federal Direct 
program currently in 
default, forbearance, or

statement, current law pre-

Keep a Lid on Vacation Costs

Search for deals on flights, hotels and rental cars at com- 
parison sites like Orbitz.com, Kayak.com, Priceline.com, 
Hotwire.com, Hotels.com and Travelzoo.com. But beware: 
Before clicking "confirm," make sure the final price match- 
es the initial quote. I've seen fares jump $50 or more in just 
minutes or had the seat I was booking suddenly become 
unavailable. 

A few additional tips: 

Follow and "like" airlines and ticketing sites on Facebook 
and Twitter. They'll often share sales, discounts and promo- 
tional codes with their followers. 

If the airfare goes down after you've purchased your tick- 
et, ask the airline or ticketing site to refund the difference - 
it couldn't hurt to ask. 

Print and carry a copy of your airline's Contract of 
Carriage, which outlines your rights and the airline's obli- 
gations should your flight be cancelled or delayed for rea- 
sons besides weather or other "acts of God." 

Consider vacation. rentals listed on sites like Airbnb.com, 
VRBO.com and HomeAway.com. You can often find cheaper 
accommodations with more space and amenities than hotels 
offer. 

Before booking a hotel room online, call the individual 
property to see if they can beat the company's posted rate. 
Also ask for member discounts for organizations you belong 
to like AAA or AARP.

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“EPA news for the Sutton Brook Disposal Area Superfund site 
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Sutton Brook clean up begins next week

“BOSTON/TEWKSBURY - Next week Tewksbury residents will finally start to see signs 
of the clean up of the Sutton Brook Superfund site with the announcement Tuesday that 
the“United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) will begin mobilization for 
Construction work on Monday, May 19, 2014. 

The $30 million clean-up work includes excavation and consolidation of contaminated 
soil and sediments, which will then be placed under a landfill cap. The construction work 
is expected to continue into 2016. 

Residents along Shawsheen Street, Bridge Street, and South Street in particular can 
expect a slight increase in traffic with the delivery of office trailers and construction 
equipment to the site off South Street, along with loads of aggregate/gravel, which pro- 
vides a stable surface for the office trailers. This phase will require approximately 40 
deliveries to the site and will take place during the weeks of May 19 and May 26, with the 
majority arriving the week of May 19. 

Don McElroy, Project Manager for the EPA and assigned to the Sutton Brook site even 
before it was listed with the Superfund in June 2001, said that “Following mobilization the 
site’ will be active and regular periodic deliveries of supplies, materials, and equipment 
will occur.” 

‘While construction is underway, all excavation and consolidation of contaminated soils 
and sediments will be confined to the site and no contaminated soil or sediment will be 
‘movéd off site. Clean fill and other construction and other construction materials will 
‘be trucked in for the purpose of capping the landfill’s northern and.Southern lobes, said 
McElroy. At this time it is expected that transport of fill involving significant truck traf- 
fi¢ will begin in late June. EPA will provide advance notice of the increase in truck traf- 
fic, +o town officials and through local media, including the Town Crier. 

' Perhaps most important to residents, a number of safety measures will be implemented 
during the construction period. The site includes contaminated and non-contaminated 
‘areas. All vehicles that go into the contaminated areas will go through a decontamination 
‘process, a wash station, upon leaving that section, to contain contamination, McElroy 
‘told the Crier. 

‘ 2Oultside the contamination areas construction vehicles will go through a wheel wash sta- 
‘tort at the exit to the site. Site managers will also monitor South Street for any soil/mud 
‘tracking, particularly following periods of wet weather. Of course, trucks must obey all 
Posted speed limits while traveling on roads in residential areas. EPA is working with the 
‘Town of Tewksbury on additional safety measures. 

‘*Gonstruction Schedule: 
-sAlmost all construction activity will occur between months of April and November. 

sDuting 2014: Trucks will be hauling clean fill and other capping material to the 
‘Southern Lobe of the site. Contaminated soils will be consolidated and capped in the land- 
‘fill. :The vertical barrier will be constructed and most of the Southern Lobe will be 
\ . Operation of groundwater extraction system is expected to begin in the fall. 

‘During 2015: Trucks will be hauling clean fill and other capping materials to the 
Nérthern Lobe of the site. Capping of both the Southern and Northern Lobes will be com- 
pleted. 

During 2016: Primarily completion of access roads, wetlands restoration, and fencing. 

-For, McElroy, who has been with this project since 2000, reaching the clean-up stage of 
the.project represents the biggest phase of the project, as it implements the remedy. 
Though it has taken fourteen years to get to this step in the process, McElroy notes that

Sutton Brook is actually a “pretty fast site.” 

“In the big picture, we’re at a culmination stage with lots of effort by lots of people. A 
citizen group, TOXIC, has been involved throughout, examining study plans and design 
plans throughout. That collaboration has worked really, really well,” said McElroy. 

“Though the timelines sounds crazy, how can 14 years be fast?” quips McElroy. He 
explained that.a significant part of the process includes settling with the group of poten- 
tially responsible parties (PRPs) on two occasions: first to undertake study work to 
determine where the risks were, which led to the remedy. Then, once the remedy was 
chosen, EPA negotiated with the parties to get them to commit to implementing the rem- 
edy. . 

Residents and interested parties can register for email updates for the Sutton Brook 
Superfund site by sending contact info to Sarah White at white.sarah@epa.gov. 

In September 2007, EPA selected a comprehensive remedy for the site valued at approx- 
imately $30 million. The major components of the remedy selected in the September 2007 
Record of Decision (ROD) include the following components: 

° Excavation of contaminated soils exceeding site-specific cleanup levels from the 
Former Drum Disposal Area and the former Garage and Storage Area; ! 

° Excavation of contaminated soils and sediments exceeding site-specific cleatus 
levels from a portion of Sutton Brook between the two landfill lobes; 

° Consolidation of excavated soils and sediments along with other debris adjacent 
to the landfills into the landfills; 

° Construction of a low permeability cap over both landfill lobes, including sys- 
tems to collect and manage gases and stormwater from the landfills; 

° Construction of a vertical barrier to intercept groundwater from the southern 
landfill to prevent it from entering Sutton Brook; 

° Collection and treatment of contaminated groundwater from an area west of the 
southern landfill lobe; 

° Monitored natural attenuation of areas of groundwater contamination not cap- 
tured by the extraction system, with a contingency to expand the area of active ground- 
water remediation, if necessary; 

° Institutional controls such as deed restrictions and/or local ordinances to pre- 
vent unacceptable exposures to wastes left in place and to restrict exposure to contami- 
nated groundwater until cleanup levels are met; and 

° Long-term groundwater, surface water, and sediment monitoring, at periodic 
five-year reviews of the remedy. 

The Sutton Brook Disposal Area site, also known as Rocco Disposal wits Dump. or 
Rocco’s Landfill, was listed on the EPA’s National Priorities List (NPL) in June 2001. 
Rocco’s Landfill began operations in the early 1950's. Although the landfill was ordered 
closed by the Town in 1979, waste disposal continued into the 1980's. The site includes:a 
parcel of about 100 acres on which the landfill and a former drum disposal area are locat- 
ed. During operations, the landfill accepted municipal, commercial and industrial 
wastes. Numerous investigations of the site by local, state, and federal organizations 
have revealed the presence of volatile organic compounds (VOCs), semi volatile organic 
compounds (SVOCs), pesticides, polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs), and inorganic ele- 
ments in on-site and off-site ground water, surface water, sediment, soil, and VOCs and 


SVOCs in air samples.

According to police 
records, checks were 
allegedly entered into the 
ledger for fake “metal pur- 
chases” or “repairs and 
maintenance” to hide the 
transaction, even though 
they were reportedly made 
out to and endorsed by 
Paolino. The owners never 
saw the check images, 
because she controlled the 
bank statements. 

“We trusted her,” said 
Marc. “She tried to keep 
everyone happy.” 

It was only when Marc 
started suspecting some- 
thing wasn’t right that the 
scheme unraveled quickly in 
March of this year. 

The Ciccariellos allege that 
Paolino had set up office 
email, bank statements, cus- 
tomer statements, and other 
methods of external commu- 
nication and _ financial 
reporting in her name, so 
she was the conduit for all 
information in and out of the 
firm. The owners were not 
aware that their CPA was 


asking for complete bank 
statements. 

“She kept the advantage, 
she kept a lot of control that 
she shouldn’t have had,” 
said Mare. “She channeled 
all the communication 
through her.” 

When the owners. began 
looking through the compa- 
ny email and read her mes- 
sages, which they had not 
previously done, they say 
she was looking for a new 
job and writing disparaging 
things about the firm.

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“NEIGHBORS” may not 
be a well-thought-out film, 
but it has some big laughs 
and is entertaining.

( ‘“Neighbors” may not be a 
particularly well-thought-out 
film, but it has some of the 
biggest sustained laughs of 
the summer. 

’ (The plot centers on a mar- 
ried couple, Mac and Katie 
(Seth Rogen and Rose Byrne, 
a pairing guaranteed to infuri- 
ate women who don’t like 
Rogen). They’ve got a baby 
and a house with a mortgage - 
which means they’re worried 
that they’re turning into old 
people. Which they’re not; it’s 
simply the moment when you 
realize you’re an adult, not a 
kid. 

That becomes even clearer 
when the vacant house next 
door is sold - to a college fra- 
ternity, led by Zac Efron and 
Dave Franco. It immediately 
becomes Party Central, and 
suddenly Mac and Katie find 
themselves the  oldsters 
yelling, “Hey, turn down that 
music!” at their younger 
neighbors. While they try to 
ingratiate themselves as 
adults who are hip to the 
young people, it quickly turns 
into all-out war. 

' “The young couple starts out 


by*making a genuine effort at . 


neighborliness, but Mac - like 
so many Rogen characters - is 
a man whose heart might be 
in the right place but who also 
is prone to, outbreaks of down- 
right terrible judgment. So

that earnest effort to make 
nice with the boys of Delta Psi 
Beta? It quickly turns into a 
feud that escalates to ridicu- 
lous, even felonious, propor- 
tions, to the detriment of all 
parties involved - but to audi- 
ences' general amusement. 

Along the way, there's tons 
of pot-smoking, beer-swilling, 
nudity and other type of frat- 
boy -behavior - including 
scenes I won't even attempt to 
describe in a family publica- 
tion such as this. "Neighbors" 
is not, to put it another way, a 
movie for the easily offended. 

The pranks, the wise- 
cracks, the rudeness - it’s all 
fairly inspired, including the 
idea of Rogen engaging Efron 
in a dance-off (and, eventual- 
ly, a fight). On the other hand, 
this is a movie that wants us 
to sympathize with both sides 
of this squabble - but dramat- 
ic structure demands that 
there’s a winner and a loser 
(and the facts of the case 
mean that the winner grabs 
victory by being the biggest 
jerk). 

There are few conse- 
quences (including the fact 
that no one else in this resi- 
dential neighborhood of close- 
ly set houses seems to be 
bothered by the fraternity’s 
outrageous antics) for either 
side. 

But Rogen and Byrne have 
a chemistry thata works, and 
Efron proves that he can han- 
dle real comedy by playing 
straight. It’s not great, but it 
is funny.

onscreen and off-screen 
romantic leads, Andrew 
Garfield and Emma Stone. 
Their engaging byplay 
remains intact. 

As you may recall, the first 
Webb movie opened with 
young Peter Parker’s parents 
Robert and Mary (Campbell 
Scott and Embeth Davidtz) 
leaving the boy with his Uncle 
Ben and Aunt May (Martin 
Sheen and Sally Field). The 
new film shows what hap- 
pened afterward: a fight 
aboard a sabotaged plane as 
Robert Parker tries desper- 
ately to transmit a mysterious 
video file. 

Cut to the present day, as 
the grown Peter (Garfield) 
delights in his role as masked, 
web-slinging crime-fighter, 
foiling a Russian maniac 
(Paul -Giamatti) | who’s 
careening through the streets 
of Manhattan in a truck filled 
with dangerous cargo. 
Perhaps he delights too much, 
since there’s an awful lot of 
carnage left in his wake that 
he doesn’t seem to pay much 
attention to amidst his wise- 
cracking. But Spider-Man 
does take a few moments to 
remove one Max Dillon 
(Jamie Foxx) from the path 
of a speeding vehicle—the 
beginning of a case of hero 
worship that will have major 
consequences. Spidey’s latest 
display of derring-do also 
happens to coincide with his 
high-school graduation, which 
he just makes as Peter’s name 
is called. 

One thing Peter is not cav- 
alier about is his promise to 
late NYPD Captain George 
Stacy that he would protect 
his daughter Gwen (Stone) by 
keeping away from her. In 
fact, it tortures him, since he 
is still very much in love with 
his classmate. 

But there are two other big 
plotlines here. First is the fate 
of Max, an undervalued 
employee at mammoth 
Oscorp, who is nearly killed 
in an industrial accident 
involving a huge vat of elec- 
tric eels and transforms into 
the energy-sucking Electro. A 
showdown in Times Square 
leaves him feeling slighted by 
his onetime idol Spider-Man 
whom he now views as an 
archenemy. 

The third thread of the 
movie is Peter’s relationship 
with his childhood friend 
Harry Osborn (Dane 
DeHaan), the son of Richard 
Parker’s onetime business 
partner, the ruthless Norman 
Osborn. Harry takes over 
Oscorp, and soon becomes 
convinced that the blood of 
the genetically altered Spider- 
Man is the antidote to the 
fatal disease passed down 
from his father. When Harry 
is done scheming, he emerges 
as yet another classic Marvel 
villain, the Green Goblin. 

Spider-Man 2 is filled with 
confrontations between 
Spidey and his new nemeses, 
and the staging, production 
design and visual effects are

How to repair dead grass 


: A patch of dead grass on

-. a frustrating eyesore for 


homeowners. Whether lawn 
care is your passion or just 
something you do to maintain 
the value of your home, dead 
grass can be exasperating. 


But as unsightly as dead 
grass can be, addressing it 
and restoring the dead patch- 
es can be somewhat simple. 
Before you can restore grass, 
~ however, you must first identi- 
fy the source of the problem. 
Grass _ often dies because of 
urine damage, which is typi- 
cally characterized by a dead 
spot surrounded by otherwise 
green grass. Grub infestation 
might be at fault when dead 
grasS appears, and such an 
infestation often produces 
patches of light brown grass

that are scattered throughout 
the lawn. It's also possible 
that dead grass is a result of 
human error. If your lawn was 
overfertilized, then patches of 
gray-green grass may appear. 
Fungal disease is another 
common culprit behind dead 
grass, and such disease can 
manifest itself in different 
ways. Once you have identified 
why the grass is dead, which 
may require the help of a pro- 
fessional, then you can begin 
to treat your lawn. 


Urine damage 


Urine damage is often lim- 
ited to a particular area of the 
grass where your family pet 
routinely relieves itself. Once 
a particular patch of grass 
has worn down, the pet may 
move on to another spot. But 


if you quickly notice a dead 
spot due to urine damage, you 
can train the animal to uri- 
nate elsewhere, limiting the 
damage it causes. When 
repairing the grass, dig a hole 
that's roughly four inches 
deep and fill it with fresh soil 
until it's level with the soil 
surrounding the dead patch. 
Then you can sprinkle seed on 
top of the freshly laid soil and 
water the spot.Grass should 
grow in and stay green so long 
as you prevent further urine 
damage. 


Insect damage 


Addressing dead _ spots 
caused by insect damage can 
be a little more complicated, 
and some homeowners may 
prefer to hire a professional. 
If you want to handle the prob- 
lem on your own, apply pesti- 
cide to the affected areas ‘so 
the insects behind the prob- 
lem are killed. Once the 
insects are no more, cut the 
grass, raking the affected 
area to remove the dead grass 
and any additional debris. 
Scatter grass seed over the 
affected areas and then apply 
an appropriate fertilizer and 
water immediately. 
Professionals may know just 
the right fertilizer for your 
lawn, so even if you want to go. 
it alone, visit a local lawn care 
center to ask for advice about 
addressing your particular 
problem.
